STATE INSURANCE. 
London, Dec. 31. 

The Unemployed Insurance Bill 
zabled on Dec. 10th, extends insur- 
ance against unemployment ona 
contributory basis to substantially 
the whole of the employed popula- 
tion between the ages of sixteen 
and seventy. The total number of 
workers, manual and non-manual, 
affected is estimated at 11,750,000, 
as compared ‘with 3,500,000 cover- 
ed by the existing scheme. 
portunity is given for industries to 
contract out of the general scheme 
by settling up special schemes such 
as’may be approved by the Minis- 
try for Labour, giving equal or 
superior advantages. The scheme 
comes into operation on,lst Octo- 
ber, 1920. ‘Agriculture and do- 
mestic service are not included in 
the scheme. Other exceptions in- 
clude persons other than manual 
labourers. earning more than £250 
a year, employees of public autho- 
rities, police, railway zervants, or 
employees of other statutory un- 
dertakings where such persons are 
entitled to rights under'the statu- 
tory superannuation fund, making 
insprance against unemployment 
unnecessary.

INTERESTING FULL 
COURT CASE. 


At the Supreme Court “this 
morning a Full Court of thres 
judges sat to hear an appeal 
Against the decision given by Sir 
William Rees Davies» K.C, in 
the charter-party: action Tespect- 
ing the s.s, Castlefield. . 

Sir: Havilland de Saumarez, 
H.B.M.’s Judge at Shanghai, 
presided, and he was accompanied 
on the Bench by the Chief Justice, 
Sir William Rees Davies, and the 
Puisne . Judge, Mr. Justice 
Gompertz. : 

The otiginal action was a claim 
for damages for breach of a 
charter-party, chartering the 
steamship Castlefteld and dated 
September 26, 1918. Toong Yue, 
a Shanghai ship-owner and 
broker, agreed to charter the 
vessel from the Castlefield Steam- 
ship Company for twelve months 
at the: rate of $45,000 per 
calendar month. The action 
arose on the question | of 
the delivery of the vessel 
the plaintiffs (the Castlefield 
Company) contending that de- 
livery should not have been given 
until December 27, 1918, and the 
defendant (Toong. Yue) claiming 
that he should have’ been given 
delivery on December 18, As 
he did not take up the charter 
on the zround that delivery was 
late, the Castleficld’ Steamship 
Company sued him for damages, 
and the Chief Justieo gave judi. 
ment in favour of the plaintiffs. 
He decided that December 27 
was the proper dato and awaricd 
camages’ to be assessed by 
arbitration, The defendant {s 
now appealing. against that 
decision.”
